ho sees thai -Iriki's liis lam-v . He 
devotes a ^real dfal of lii< lime to 
stndy and seienlilii iiivi'-li^taiion. He 
lias invented a nnmlier of very ii-e- 
I'nl articles for wliii'li lie will over he 
hold in grateful ruinoiiiliraiiee. One 
of bis lirstinvenlions was llic wooden 
loolli-piek, which has .linee come into 
general use. He aNo Invciilcil Hie 
wheel-barrow and the step-ladilcr. 
The idea of inventing the laitci 
arllule occurred to hiiu while ho was 
stopping in the same hotel with a 
dlr.iy blonde iiurlesqne operatic com- 
liniiy. Col. llrowne'j room was 
.■ii'piiraii 'l troiii the one adjoiiiliij,' hy 
a Imrrod door with a ghus transom 
and litis oironmat&noe suggetted the 
necessity of such a contrivance as 
tho stop'-laddor in soivlug the my- 
steries liable to bo encountered by a 
man with an iiigiiisitivo and iiivostl- 
galiii); iiu'ii ol iiiiiiil. This invention 
was siibsoijiieiitly funnd uf great ser- 
vice during u recent gouatorlal elec- 
tion in the State of New Vork. Col. 
Ilrowne also invented tho simpio lit- 
tle contrivanec known as tho "score," 
which is Used by lueliclors in lieu of 
buttons on tlieir punts, lie has real- 
ized liandsome returns from liis 
soiontilio researches and nsefiil In- 
ventions and IS now a very rich man. 
Indeed he has made money out of 
politics and everytliing else he has 
turned Ids attention lo. In his long 
and varied experience as lecliiier, 
politician, pedagogue, Inventor and 
author ho has oxiiibited his capacity 
under all circumstances to look after 
Iho Intorast of number one, and to- 
day he enjoys the reward of his in- 
dustry, frugality and sagacity. 

Col. Browne liiiiiself has no idea of 
Iho extent of his fortune, but not- 
withstanding tlie fact tliat he is grow- 
ing richer and richer every year ho 
spends largo sums in making presents 
to Ills friends, seeiiiiiiii' Intake a de- 
light in giving away his money.

He has 
somelhiii^' over two hundred suits of 
cloihos anil i lianires his cloHios every 
day, ni'vor wearing the same suit IWO 
days in succession. He never wears 
a shin but nnu linio and his intiiuaib 
friends say thai he always wears f ocka, 
even in the warmest weather. Of 
tills however we cannot speak aii- 
lliorllativoli'. Ill his early iiiaiilinod 
Col Iliowre was disappoinlitl in lo\'e 
anil has coiiseijiientlv never married 
allltough il is not unnsiial ion tho 
ladle* to fkll de^pprately in love with 
him on aeeoiinl of his shape.

In connection with tho history of 
the hogshead, it inlglil bo well In add 
lliat Mr. And al one lime wasoll'ered 
luor four liiiiidred dollars for it, and 
at aiiollier thirty-live dollar per 
huudre<i imuuds for its couteiils, both 
of which oll'ers be dculinwl, and but 
for~Vlovelaud'» eleclloii ho never 
would have moved It from bis premi- 
ses.

Maiiiimi, Sept. 17.— There were 
858 new cases of cholera and 'i'M 
deaths from the disease reported yes- 
terday throughout Spain. 

TouLos, Sept. 17.— Two deaths 
from cholera ocourre<l here last 
night. 

Bomb, Sept 17.— During the past 
twenty-four hours there were eigh- 
teen dcatlis Arom cholera In Palermo 
and twenty new cases and six deaths 
in Parma. Thirty-six new cases of 
cholera have been rciwrtcd in Paler- 
mo during the past twenty-four 
hours. 

The otlicials of (lilirallar liavc sent 
u strong appeal to llie Lord Mayor of 
London for assislaiice to alleviate the 
di>lrcss jircvailiiig on account ol the 
cholera. 

Tdin.os, Sept. 18.— There were 
three deaths Iroiii cholera reported 
here last night. All of them occur- 
red in the suburbs. 

Four deaths from cholera were re- 
ported to-day. There are now forty- 
three cases under treatment in the 
city. 

ICoMK, Sept. 18.— At Parma to-day 
live new cases of cholera and four 
deaths were reported. In the city 
of Palermo, Sicily, the epidemic is 
increasing to an alarming extent. 
The popular prejudice against doc- 
tors aggravates the situation. 

Marseilles, Sept. 18.— Seven 
deaths from cholera occuri-ed here 
to-day. Considerable excitement has 
been caused by the aarrival of a 
Iransporl bringing Kreucli troops 
from Tuininin. Fourteen of the sol- 
diers had died from cholera on the 
voyage, and two more have died 
since the arrival o! the vessel here. 
Many others are down with the dis- 
ease. 

MAunii), Sept. 1<J.— Throughout 
Spain yesterday there were 998 new 
cases of cholera reported, and 337 
deaths from the disease. 

UoMB,8epl. 19.— During the past 
24 hours 224 new cases of cliolera and 
Hi!) deaths from the disease were re- 
ported ill Palermo, a large increase 
over the preceding Ineuty-loiir 
hours. 

Thirteen new cases of cholera and 
six deaths were reported in I'ariiia 
to-day, two new cases and one dcalli 
in Ueggio Mell Kniilia, and one new 
case each in tieiicva, Leghorn and 
Jlassa Dicarrara. The Direto states 
that during tiie past twenty-four 
hours tlicre were 240 new cases and 
ll>U deaths in t'alerino. 

Ui.NiioN, Sept. 19.— Tlie Italian 
ports have incraased the stringency 
of their quarantine rules against 
Sicily. The quarantine at Palermo 
has been alMlisbed.

It I* only a lew 
bloody-ahirt idiots and ftsnalics who 
have not yet found out thii fact. 
There are confederate soldier* in the 
Cabinet, robel soldier* now hold- 
ing office a* Republicans aud Un- 
ion soldiers drawing the "pen- 
sions" of Democratic oflicials all 
over the country and ) ct the 
Journal and its eorrespoiideiil feel 
called upon to fiy to arms to save the 
country because an cx-confcderat 
soldier has been appointed to a coun- 
try post-oftice in Democratic Ken 
tiicky. Perhaps the Journal does 
not know that one of Mr. Laflbou's 
colleagues is a Union general and 
that the Lieutenant Governor of Keu' 
tucky also wore the blue.
